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The Royal Victoria Hospital, Belfast, is the 
largest institution of the kind in Ireland, and 
some interesting statisticS concerning its 
work were given yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the subscribers. 

The new wafdsthave now heen a year in 
operation, and the annual report stated that, 
notwithsianding the growth of the establish- 
ment and the in¢reased activities of the 
special departanents, all of which are of 
necessity spending departments, the cost per 
bed has fallen by £14 to £129 per annum, 
about the same as in 1919, or as low as it has 
been since post-war prices altered the cost of 
living. 

The total coat of running the hospital and 
its annex, the Throne Hospital, has, of course, 
been greater, and this year approximated to 
close on £60,000. 

The number of patients admitted to the 
wards in 1926 was 5,355. On the 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1925, there were remaining 406 patients 
in the hospital, which brought the number of 
cases treated during the year up to 5,759, an 
increase of almost 900. The new cases were 
distributed as follows: — To the Medical 
Wards, 1,444; to the Surgical Wards, 2,811; 
to the Gynecological Wards, 641; to 
the Ophthalmic Wards, 437.

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COUNTY CLARE RATE 
COLLECTORS. 
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MINISTER’S WARNING. 
Writing ta the Clare Co. Council, the 
Minister for Local Government stated that 
he noted with regret the very considerable 
amount of the current year’s poor rate stili 
outstanding in the county—over 50 per cent, 
of the total. warrant. 

“The present unsatisfactory state of the 
county finance is,” he continues, “ due to 
the apathy displayed by the collectors, who 
have had their warrants since August last, 
and it is apparent that they have not taken 
full advantage of all the legal powers at 
their disposal to get in the rates. Thev 
should be informed that any collector who 
fails to close by the 3lst March forfeits his 
right to poundage fees. Such or lesser fees 
could only be allowed after that date with 
the consent of the Minister, after a close 
scrutiny of the monthly progress made by 
each of the collectors ‘concerned from the 
date of the receipt of his warrant, It is 
noted that the temporary collectors in the 
county had approached the County Council 
with a view to being made permanent and, 
in the event of such an application coming 
before the Minister, se could be given 
only in the event: of its being clearly shown 
that each of the collectors had from ‘the date 
of his appointment proceeded satisfactorily 
with his collection. 

The letter was discussed at a meeting of 
the Council held on last Wednesday, and 
Mr. Halpin said that it would be only right 
to inform the Minister that the collectors 
were doing their very best to get in the 
rates. 

The Secretary reported that the total 
amount of the warrants was £170,156, Of 
this amount £97,461 had heen lodged, leav- 
ing a balance of £72,694 outstanding.

The matrimonial case of Whelan v. Whelan 


was heard. ‘I'he petitioner, Francis Whelan, 
who had garried on business as harness-maker 
and saddier in Hawkins street, Dublin, 
sought a divorce a mensa et thoro from his 
wife, Enid Whelan, on the grounds of 
adultery. 

lhe respondent, in her answer, denied that 
she had committed adultery, and stated that, 
in consequence of the petitioner's drunken 
habits, abusive language and physical violence 
to her, she was forced to a his house 
on several occasions; that in April, 1920, 
the petitioner gave up his house at Mount 
Sevilie terrace, Harold’s Cross, and sold the 
furniture, im consequence of which she was 
obliged, with her two children, to return to 
her father’s house; that in June, 1920, the 
petitioner deserted her and went to America, 
and that she did not hear from him until 
August, 1921: and that the petitioner. had 
been guilty of such neglect as had conduced 
to the alleged adultery (if any). 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., who, with Mr. Binchy 
(instructed by Messrs. Sheridan and Kenny), 
appeared for the petitioner, said that his 
client was married on the 29th June, 1917, 
and there were two children of the marriage. 
Motor cars had brought his business to a 
standstill, and sometime in 1920 the husband

Further evidence having been given, 

The legal question was argued whether the 
plaintiff was not entitled to a decree on the 
grounds that his conduct, by long absence 
and desertion of his wife and two children for 
three years, conduced to the wife’s adultery, 
and whether the judge should exercise his 
discretionary powers in such a case. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that, if he had 
any- doubt, about what decision he should 
eome to in’this case, he would allow the case 
to stand for judgment; but, as he had a very 
decided opinion as to what that judgment 
should be, he did not see why he should not 
give it now. This was a lamentable story— 
a story which, fortunately, was not very 
common in this country. On the evidence the 
prospect of the husband having to emigrate 
had been discussed by both parties, and they 
knew that the husband would have to go 
away if he were to support his wife and 
family, and the wife and children were left 
living in the house of the wife’s father. It 
was very regrettable that the petitioner had 
not sent any communications to his wife 
during the periods mentioned in the evidence, 
but the fact that he had sent. home a sub- 
stantial sum in May, 1921, was an intimation 
to the wife that the fact that she did not hear 
from him for over a year did not necessarily 
mean that he was not still thinking of her. 
Unfortunately, from then until 1924 there 
'was no correspondence between them, but the 
husband having sent sums when he got into 
good employment, satisfied him that the peti- 
tioner was, at any rate at that time, con- 
scious of his responsibility to his wife and 
children.. His lordship could not hold in this 
case that the husband’s conduct was such as 
conduced to his wife’s adultery, and accord- 
ingly the petitioner would get a decree of 
judicial separation from his wife.

QUESTIONS UNDER A WILL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
Judgment was delivered in the matter of 
the estate of the late Godwin Butler Meade 
Swifte, of Swiftsheath, Co. Kilkenny, with 
reference to certain questions, which had been 
argued last sittings, arising on the construc- 
tion of his will, dated 14th February, 1910. 

At the date of his will the testator, it 
appeared, was entitled to certain estates in 
the Counties of Kilkenny (including the 
mansion house and demesne of Swiftsheath), 
Meath, Dublin, Leitrim and Carlow. He had 
agreed to sell the-tenanted lands in the 
Counties of Kilkenny, Carlow and Meath to 
the tenants under the Land Purchase Acts: 
and certain lands in the Counties of Kilkenny 
and Dublin were subject to, amongst others. 
8 aa E £6,000 which he had created and 
settied by his marriage s ‘ 

a nag Á ge settlement, dated 13th 

By his will he devised and bequeathed his 
lands under different denominations, and the 
proceeds of the sale of the lands he had 
agreed to sell to the tenants to his trustees 
, upon trust, to permit his wife to 
reside im Swiftsheath during her life 
and to receive the income from the residue 
of his landed property and the invested 
proceeds of the said sales during her life: 
and in-default of issue (which event occurred) 
the testator left all the same property to the 
use of Ernest Godwin Swifte for his life - then 
to the use of his eldest son, Ernest Godwin 
M. Swifte, for life; then to his sons succes- 
sively in tail male, with like remainders to 
the other sons of Ernest Godwin Swifte and 
their issue male; and he appeinted his wifa 
Elizabeth Natalie Swifte, his residuary 
legatee. : 

The testator died on the 2nd of December 
1921, leaving personal estate valued at 
£54,722. Shortly after the date of his will. 
it appeared, he had received the purchase 
moneys, amounting to £19,467, of the lands 
sold under the Land Purchase Acts, which 
he had mixed with his own moneys; and the 
principal questions that now arose were 
whether the bequest in trust of these monevs 
‘wags adeemed, in which case they would have 
formed part of his residuary estate, and also 
as to what exact lands came within the terms 
of the devise in trust. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that under the 
joint operation of the marriage settlement 
and the will the £6,000 now belonged to 
- Mrs. Swifte absolutely; that all the testator’s 
lands, tenanted and untenanted, passed to the 
trustees of the will under the devise in trust ; 
that the principle of ademption did not 
apply; and that accordingly the proceeds of 
the sale of the lands sold under the Land 
Purchase Acts also passed to the trustees of 
the will.

In the circumstances he held that 
the defendant had not made a valid equitable 
deposit of the title deeds, and, accordingly, 
the plaintiffs were not entitled to the equit- 
able charge they claimed.

Stately ceremonial distinguished . the 
opening of the Northern Parliament on 
Tuesday last by the Governor; the Duke 
of Abercorn, after four months’ recess; 
but the people of Belfast are not demon- 
strative, and the pageant passed almost 
unnoticed and unheeded. Picturesque 
displays do not harmonise with the 
psychology of the Ulster Scot. The pro- 
gramme outlined in the King’s Speech is 
remarkable only for its omissions, and 
keen disappointment is felt that im- 
portant questions, such as agricultural 
development, the Bann drainage, the sug- 
gested electricity scheme, and other works 
of pubes utility, have been overlooked. 
ain silos in the Reform Club on the 
same evening Lord Craigavon defended 
his programme, and said that it had been 
cut down to the minimum so that the 
country could have a rest and be free from 
acrimonious discussions for one solid year; 
but his explanations do not satisfy many 
interests. The farming community com- 
plain bitterly that nothing is being done 
to establish the depressed agricultural 
industry on a sound basis, and in many 
instances charge the Government. with 
extravagance in other directions. To a 
certain extent their contention has been 
justified by the report, just published, of 
the Select Committee on Accounts set up 
by the Government.

LOOKING TO THF FREE STATF. 


It is gratifying to notice that the 
Northern farmer, when he looks away 
across the border, occasionally sees some- 
thing worthy of emulation in the Free 
State. For several years the agricultural 
industry in the North has been languish- 
ing, and it was pointed out in Parlia- 
ment on Wednesday that its present condi- 
tion was deplorable. ‘‘If allowed to 
lapse any further, agriculture will be 
reduced to a position beyond reyenera- 
tion,” one member declared, while another 
country representative expressed the 
opinion that ‘‘agriculture and other 
industries could not continue to bear the 
crushing burden of rates and taxes.’’ It 
was further pointed out that the grant-in- 
aid of agricultural land had been reduced 
by £32,000. In these circumstances the 
farmers are seeking financial salvation in 
improved methods, and at the annual 
meeting of the Ulster Agricultural 
Organisation Society, Senator H. Barbour, 
dealing with the necessity for a Dairy 


Produce Act for Northern Ireland, to 
ensure cleanliness and to inelude all pro- 
ducers of milk and butter for sale, said 
that the Free State were ahead of them in 
that respect.

speech, in which he declared that there 
would be no far-reaching temperance 
legislation during his Premiership, and 
the action of the Primate with regard to 
his references to the subject was also 
criticised. They deny that they are risk- 


ing the integrity of the North by a split 


in the Unionist Party, and it was even 
stated that, should the temperance party 
muddle things and allow the Nationalists 
into power, there was no danger of the 
Six Counties being voted into the Free 
State, as that could only be done through 
an Act passed by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Thus the bogey has been disposed 
of to their satisfaction; but there is an 
uneasy feeling in other circles that it 
still looms up as “ frightsome’”’ as ever. 

At the annual meeting of the Irish 
Temperance Alliance at the beginning of 
the week gratification was expressed that 
the Free State Government had intro- 
duced liquor legislation, and it was 
assured of the cordial support of every 
member of the Alliance in its efforts. The 
privileges given to clubs were condemned, 
and a Scottish apostle of reform, Bailie 
Brough, of Glasgow, wanted to know if 
Ulster was under the dictatorship of the 
Prime Minister. Mr. William Grant, 
M.P.—a temperance stalwart—said that 
there would be little use in supporting 
candidates who would vote for local option 
and then would vote Ulster into Southern 
Ireland. Here again the bogey was raised. 
The policy of the temperance party is to 
secure local option as a stepping-stone to 
prohibition—as frequently declared by its 
leaders—and_ interesting correspondence 
took place some time ago between the 
Minister for Finance and one of the heads 
of the temperance movement, as to how 
the lost revenue would be made up in the 
event of Ulster going “dry.” The Minister, 
who is himself a temperance man, could 
see no other way of filling the depleted 
official coffers, but that was contxoverted 
by his opponents. The possibilities of a 
thriving industry in ‘‘ boot-legging ' do 
not seem to give much concern, and the 
problem how to guard the border against 
smuggling and the coast from ‘ rum- 
runners’’ is not thought worthy of con- 
sideration by many people. Yet even at 
present it is not found possible, with all 
the forces at the command of the Govern- 
ment, to prevent the manufacture and 
sale of poteen. How infinitely greater 
would the problem be in the event of 
prohibition !

All these influences are opposed to a 
united Ireland, but thousands of sensible 
Northern business men, who place the 
prosperity of their country before selfish 
considerations, would gladly welcome 
some scheme which should clear away all 
difficulties and bring Irishmen of every 
shade of political colour into one great 
brotherhood.

ST, PATRICK'S DAY. 


With the passing of the years the 
shamrock has come once more into its own 
in Ulster, and it is no longer considered 
as a party symbol, but rather as a 
national emblem which all are proud to 
wear in honour of Ireland’s patron saint. 
The sentiment associated with “ the wear- 
ing of the green ” a generation or so ago 
has passed into oblivion, and St. Patrick's 
Day is celebrated alike by Tory and 
Nationalist, Roman Catholic and Pro- 
testant, with equal enthusiasm. Of course, 
Ulsier claims a large share in the work of 
St Patrick. 

According to tradition, he landed at the 
mouth of the River Vartry, in Wicklow, 
and shortly afterwards proceeded to East 
Ulster, disembarking on the shores of 
Strangford Lough and commencing his 
labours in the plains to the south-west of 
the inlet. Historians identify him more 
with the North than with the South, and 
it is generally accepted that he was laid 
to rest at Down Cathedral. When in 
bondage as a youth he tended the herds 
of a chieftain on the slopes of Slemish 
mountain in Antrim, although another 
story says that he spent his captivity in 
the neighbourcvod of Croagh Patrick in 
Connaught.

My 
object 1s to point out that, to further this 
most desirable end, it were well if you entered 
into an agreement with the British authorities 
such as exists between Canada and the United 
States Between these two lands motor cars 
pass freely. As cars pass from one land to 
the other, only the particulars of the cars aie 
taken and a stay of six months is allowed. 
Cars are much cheaper in the United States 
than in Canada; yet, while this process has 
been in force for many years, no cases have 
been brought to light where advantage has 
been taken to evade Customs in Canada. 
With us there is no charge whatever and no 
bond is necessary. 
Had the process of bringing my car into 
the Irish Free State not been so complicated, 
doubtless I should have done so, and doubt- 
less [ should have left much more money 
behind me than I have done [I should like 
to suggest that what works between the 
United States and Canada would work 
between Great Britain and the Irish Free 
State.—Yours, etc., _ ** CANADIAN.”

ATHLETICS DYING.

WHERE IRELAND LAGS, 

Supporting his motion, Mr. Duffy said that 
athletics had “died to a considerable extent 
in this country,” and that they wovld have 
to do something to revive them. Consider- 
able intetést was now being taken in tennis 
and hockey, and he attributed that to the 
circumstance that women were encouraged to 
compete in these sports. Athletics for women 
were coming whether they liked it or not, 
and his view was that Ireland was ten veors 
behind other European countries in that re 
spect 

Mr. Tallon said that he would support the 
motion if he thought that by having athletics 
for women they could get their girls away 
from the jazz halls, which were doing a lot 
of harm to Irish athletics. 

The Chairman (Mr. Finlay) remarked that 
provision had now been made for women at 
the Olvmpic Games; but he was not in favour 
of having women's events, for he did not 
approve of them. Whai they had seen at 
Lansdowne read on one occasion was not very 
edifying. 

Mr. O'Hanlon said that he considered that 
if they were going to take up the‘subject of 
athletics for women they should do so 
seriously or leave it alone. They wanted to 
get the ri¢ht idea of what first-class athletics 
for women really meant, and to do so they 
should see some of the women champions 
from the other side competing. They 
should make a start and try to co-operate 
with the Gymnastic Association, and en- 
deavour to get the women interested in 
gymnastics first. 

THE MAD DANCE. 

If athletics would bring the women from 
the jazz halls he would ‘‘ go the whole hog” 
and provide athletics for them. These jazz 
halls were killing Irish athletics all over the 
country. Jazzing had become a mental 
disease, and before oe many of their athletes 
would be found in the asylum at Grange- 
gorman. If jazeing was to go on at its 
present rate then it would be good-bye to 
athletics for the young men of the country, 
and that inside five years. 

A delegate remarked that the time was 
coming when, if they wanted athletes to com- 
pete ai their meetings they would have to go 
and pull them out of the jazz halls and bring 
them to the ground. 

The motion was adopted and .a Sub-Com- 
mittee was appointed to fully investigate the 
matter.

The nursing profession in Ireland 
appears to be in a far healthier condi- 
tion than in England, where a dearth of 
probationers exists, and there is consider- 
able anxiety on the subject. 

An official. of the General Nursing 
Council, 33 St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, 
stated yesterday that there was no falling 
off in the number of applications for ad- 
mission for training received by them, and 
they had no diffieulty in getting as many 
candidates as they needed who came up 
to the required standard. At a recent 
sitting of the Free State Technical Educa- 
tion- Commission it was stated that the 
profession was over-stocked. . 

WHEN AMERICA LEADS. 

The chief reasons given for the shortage 
of nurses in England are the severity of the 
discipline and the fact that so many more 
professions are now open to women than for- 
merly. Also there’ ate few branches of work 
which do not offer far more inducements in 
the way of remuneration. In this - respect 
America is far ahead of other nations. ere 
a nurse is so well paid that she need have no 
fear of the future. When she tires of work, 
cr is too eld to continue to get good posts. 
she can be sure of having enough money 
invested to live on in comfort. 

Both here and in England a higher stan- 
dard of education and general suitability is 
now demanded in candidates for training. 
Evident'y the severity of the discipline in 
hospitals and the hard werk demanded of 
nurses is not regarded in Ireland as any 


deterrent. 
WOMEN DOCTORS. 

The second reason adduced for the shortage 
in England—the greater freedom of choice in 
professionsa—does not apply here to the same 
extent. There are not nearly so many women 
in any of the professions here. In the case 
of women doctors. England offers far more 
openings. Anart from general practice, the 
number of school insvection posts and health 
visitors reouired is far greater. 

Arother branch of work, the Trish Civil 
Service. has lately narrowed down the 
rhances for women by reserving the right to 
limit the applicants for certain examinations 
to one sex. Therefore, necessitv and the 
absence of a wider choice, may be the rrin- 
fipal reason that, in ‘this country. the nurs- 
in” profession is in no daneer of having its 
ranks thinned, or of being staffed by incom- 
petents.

FISHERY PROTECTION VESSEL 


VISITS BELFAST. 

H.M.S. Harebell, one of the British 
Government’s fishery protection vessels, 
arrived in Belfast on last. Thursday night, 
docking at Spencer Basin. Her stay in 
Belfast will last until next Tuesday. 

The Harebell is now the parent ship of 
the arxiliary patrol flotilla, and ig paying her 
second visit, being in Belfast previously ‘n 
March. 1926. Her commander is Captain A. 
Cochrane, C.M.G. In 1923 she was sent to 
the White Sea to nrotect British fishermen 
against the Reds. She is weli fitted for such 
work, for her armament is the heaviest “nf 
her class, She has also done duty in Iceland 
and Norwegian waters. 

The list of Harebeil's commanders is a 
notable one, among them being Captain F. R. 
Evans, ©.B., D.8.0., who was second in 
command of the British Antarctic Expedition 
in 1910. When she last visited Belfast her 
commander was Captain €. G. Dickens, 
C.M.G., a grandson of Charles Dickens, the 
novelist.

TO CIVIC GUARDS. 


Addressing the Grand Jury at the openin 
of the Fermanagh hia yuabertas, Mr 
Justice Brown congratulated them on the 
peaceful state of the country. * The total 
number of reported cases was twenty, and for 
the corresponding period of the previous year 
the number was thirteen. Four of these 
were really stupid cases of threatening letters. 
written to witnesses in a case, and which had 
no effect upon the witnesses. He found out

The British Legion Club premises in 
Mountjoy square, Dublin, last night were 
the scene of an interesting ceremony, when 
General Sir William Hickie, K.U.B., 
formally presented a handsome Broadwood 
grand piano, the gift of Mrs. Constance 
Murray, to the club. 

General Hickie, in the course of his 
addiess, reminded the public of the great 
part played by Ireland in the war. The 
number of Ireland’s killed was 50,000, 
while America, who, as they all knew, 


-won the war, lost only 40,000 men. 


Allowing for those who were either too 
young or too old, the professional classes, 
and the physically unfit, Ireland sent out 
one out of every three of its available 
manhood. If England had volunteered in 
like proportion, she would have had an 
army of 3,300,000, and there would have 


been no need for conscription. 

Mr. A. P. Connolly, Chairman, welcomed 
General Hickie, their President, very warmly 
on his first visit to the club, He said that 
they greatly appreciated the visit of General 
Hickie, which was a distinct and great en- 
couragement to them, and they hoped to see 
him there often in the future. He was sure 
that the function that now was taking place 
would contribute very largely to the work of 
the branch, and that it was going to be a 
very successful one. 

“Mr. M, J. Nolan, secretary, also welcomed 
General Hickie, whom he described as the 
father of the British Legion. He said that 
if the members had faults, disloyalty to their 
leaders was not one of them. 

General Hickie, who was received with 
great enthusiasm, said that they had a very 
uphill task in this country. When they came 
back frém the war they were nobody's 
children. It was due entirely to the behaviour 
of the ex-Service men of Ireland that mac 
forced people to recognise them. ere 
were 186,000 of them in the South of Ireland. 
He was almost tired of telling the story of 
Ireland's share in the war, but that share was 
little understood, and, really, people had gone 
out of their way to belittle them in Great 
Britain. Ireland lost 60.000 killed in the 
war, and America—who, they knew, won the 
war—(laughter)—lost only 40,000, and they 
had 700,000 men in France. Then, again, if 
they took the share of Ireland in the war, 
they had 300,000 men that they knew served 
in the trenches and allowing for those who 
were too old or too young, the physically 
unfit and the professional men, they sent 
one man out of every three of the available 
manhood of Ireland. (Applause.) If England 
had volunteered in the same proportion as 
Ireland, she would have had an army of 
5,300,000, and she need not have had con- 
scription. 

There was a tremendous lot of distress 
among ex-Service men in Ireland. They had 
done the little that they were able to do, but 
they could do a great deal more. That day 
they had ‘inaugurated a new society of helpers, 
which they called the God-niothers. ere 
was a paper which published attacks on ex- 
Service men, and on himself in particular, 
once a week, and in an article that it pub- 
lished that day it called the God-mothers 
defunct. “Well,” said General Hickie, ‘‘they 
only began to kick this evening, and they will 
be found to be very much alive in the course 
of the next five or six months.” (Applause.) 

n conclusion, General Hickie promised to 
do all he could tho help the ex-Service men. 
He formally made the presentation, and de- 
clared the piano “ open’ amid applause.

Dublin, and other adjoining 
counties, and he hoped that the company 
would be a great success, and give em-

THE BY-PRODUCTS.

Having referred to Ireland's position as a 
magnificent hunting and racing country, he 
said that he did not see any reason why the 
tanning of hides and the manufacture of 
leather for saddlery should not be a very 
prosperous industry.

WHAT THEY DEMAND. 


Under the auspices of the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Freedom, in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, Mr. 
Tan Sin Wan, a member of the Kuomintang 
(the People’s National Party), delivered an 
address on the present situation in China. 
Miss Chenevix presided, : 

Mr. Sin Wan said that Chingse civilisation 
had been undergoing a charge, especialiy 
during the last twenty-five years. Mission- 
aries and. foreigners in China interfered too 
much with Chinese politics. Since 1905 ihe 
Chinese Nationalist movement had bean 
growing from day to day. 

As a result of the wars that had taken 

lace, unequal treaties had heen imposed on 

hina. Foreigners who lived in China, when 
taking any legal action, were not amenable 
to Chinese. law, but could bring it before 
their respective ‘Consular Courts. Another 
unequal treaty. was that which placed control 
of Chinese tariffé in the hands of foreign 
Powers. : 

China was essentially an. agricultural 
edtntry, and to have a strong central govern- 
merit. jt. must have cnormous revenue. This 
must be derived from the taxation of the 
ith péople' living-in big towns., They could 
ax the peasants, because the peasants 
i not pay, and'they were tiot allowed 
to tax rich merchants—Chinese. or foreign— 
if they lived in the Treaty ports. Goods enter- 
ing China could: be) taxed, but only to the 
“extent of. 5 percent; on the cost price. 

Ps les of the Nationalist pro- 
gramme ate:—(l) “Tha Chinese want political 

: ua & sthe country; so that ‘they may 
Tbolis the unequal treaties: (2) The 
economic uplift of workers in China. Some- 
thing practical has been done in the pro- 
vinces which come under National 
control. .

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CHANGED TASTES OF THE 
PEOPLE OF THE NORTH. 
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DIET OUT OF FAVOUR. 
ee Wane 


The changed tastes of the people of 
Northern Ireland in thé matter of diet 
formed the subject of comment at the 
annual meeting yesterday of the Belfast 
Wholesale Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, Ltd. 

RESULT OF ADVERTISING. 

Mr. John M‘Caughey said that the people 
were not existing as they did some years ago. 
Formerly tea, bread, and margarine or 
butter formed the major portion of the food 
of the masses. Those, however, were now a 
diminishing quantity, a fact which was borne 
out by some figures which he would submit 
to them. 

““ As a result of advertising and the attrac- 
tive manner in which commoditiés are. now 
put up,” he said, ‘ the people are not using 
as much bread, their appetites being satis- 
fied by the extra amount of sugar consumed. 
Their systems are thereby satisfied to such 
an extent that when the average working 
man and woman go home in the evenin 
they have not the appetite for food that sect 
to be their usual fare. 

JUMP IM SUGAR IMPORTS, 

‘* Six years ag the harbour returns show 
{' the imports of sugar into the port of 
Belfast were 25,600 tons. These have since 
increased by nearly forty per cent., the figure 
for 1926 bein; 34,600 tons. 

“ More remarkable figures are those deal. 
ing with confectionery. In 1924 the imports 
were ‘3,500 tons, and in 1926 these grew to 
7,000, or an increase of a hundred per cent. 

‘Coming to the campaign which has been 
going on for the last two yéars of ‘ Eat 
more fruit,’ the figures are specially illumi- 
nating. These show that the imports of 
pears, apples, oranges and green fruits gene- 
rally in 1920 were 12,126 tons, as compared 
with 26,109 tons last year, an inerease of 
14,000 tons, or practically 120 per cent., in 
six years. 

LUCE OF THE SWEET SHOPS. 

“In contrast to these we find that in the 
trade in which I am engaged the import 
returns show that during the corresponding 
period the figures for wheat and flour have 
fallen le #ome 35 per cent. 

‘“‘ These figures show, even in the matter 
of food, that unconsciously, but at the same 
time automatically, a change is going on, 
and that change is being fostered to a large 
extent by the influences that are being 
brought to bear on the people from without. 
Undoubtedly the attractions of the sweet 
shops, that have grown up in such large 
numbers, are reacting on other industries, 
bu, woeas an association have to take things 
in the aggregate. Consequently it is interest- 
ing to us that there is an indication of pros: 
perity. What one loses the other gains.”’

CONSTABULARY STORES. 


In the course of his report on Northern 
Ireland public accounts, the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General deals with constabulary store 
accounts, and, after pointing out that ón Ist 
August, 1923, a new start was made on the 
accounts and that in his last report he had 
stated that his examination showed a con: 
siderable number of inaccuracies. he goes 
on :—‘* A test examination of the accounts for 
a recent period, which included a comparison 
between acconnt balances and the actual 
stores, has disclosed results that can only 
be described as verv unsatisfactory. This 
test’ examination, which was applied to the 
accounts dealing with clothing, bedding, and 
equipment, was not very extensive, but the 
proportion of accounting errors in the items 
examined (the items being selected with re- 
ference to their importance) shows that the 
Ministry's ledgers cannot be relied upon for 
the prrooses for which they were intended— 
viz., the eafeguarding of stocks and the 
regulation of supplies. 

‘* In reply to my inquiry as to the reason for 
this state of affairs. I have been informed bv 
the Ministry that the ledgers were corrected 
as far as possible bv the special action re- 
ferred to above, which took the form of an 
avithmetical check on the entries; but that 
the programme of stocktaking. on which 
reliance was placed for the complete elimina- 
tion of errors as the stocktaking procressed, 
was larcelv interfered with by the disband- 
ment of the Spacial Constabulary in Decem- 
her. 1925, and srbseqvent months. The 
Ministry has also informed me that the errors 
brought to licht by mv examination are 
mainly dve to the lack of experience of, and 
changes in, the temporary staff allocated to 
the work. In the light of the previous his- 
tory of these accounts 1 cannot, regard these 
explanations as satisfactory.” 

HOAPITALITY. 

Under the item ‘‘ Govefnment hosnitalitv.” 
there was an expenditure of £1.506 Os. 2d., 
the Comptroller adding—‘‘ Netailed vouchers 
covering £36 Os. 2d. of this amount have 
been furnished to me. In respect of the

NEW GLASNEVIN 
MEMORIAL. 
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THE GIFT OF MRS. SIGERSON 
SHORTER. 


Near the O'Connell Circle in Glasnevin 
Cemetery, Dublin, there has been erected a 
memorial to the men who lost their lives in 
the rebellion of the year 1910. After the 
events of Easter in that year the late Mrs. 
Dora Sigerson Shorter designed and 
modelled a group of statuary to the memory 
of those who lost their lives. It was her 
desire, which was seconded by the late 
General Collins and by the late President 
Ghifith, that the mentorial should be erected 
in Dublin, and she bequeathed £1,000 to pro- 
vide for the seulpture of the group and its 
erection in a canopy of Irish limestone. 

The statuary, which was carved in Italy 
from the donor's model, out of Carrara 
marble, shows a female figure representing 
Ireland, supporting a wounded soldier in 
Irish Volunteer uniform. These figures are 
protected from the weather by a stone struc- 
ture of the nature of a small loggia open at 
front and sides. The stone and marble work 
has heen presented to the Free State Govern- 
ment, to whom has fallen the duty of pur- 
chasing a site in Glasnevin Cemetery, setting 
up the memoria! by the Commissioners of 
Public Works, and arranging for its perpetual! 
care by the trustees of the cemetery. The 
funds :equired for this purpose were provided 
by a supplementary vote on last year’s 
estimates, 

The protective loggia, which is made in 
limestone from the quarries at Stradbally, 
Leix, though not in its design based directly 
upon precedent, is definitely Irish in its 
architectural character. The roof, which 
rises some 12 feet over the base, is con- 
structed of stonework, iike those of many of 
the early churches in Ireland, but is slightly 
boat-shaped in ‘section. It rises from a 
simple eaves course over massive lintels, and 
the eaves course is in the front raised as a 
central feature over the band of interlaced 
ornament and crowned by a smal! gable 
bearing a carved cross. 

The corner columns of the canopy are 
square on plan, tapered in the Irish manner, 
and have caps carved with simple Celtic 
interlacements. The whole stands upon a 
base of two stéps, 12 inches wide and 9 
inches deep raised 18 inches over the ground 
level. When completed the memorial will 
embody a bronze plaque affixed to the rear 
wall, and containing dédicatory inscriptioas 
in Irish and English, and also the lyric com- 
posed by the donor, ‘' The Sacred Fire.” 
The names of those who died in Easter 
Week, 1916, whose memory is to he kept, 
have heen inscribed on a roll set into the 
solid stonework of the roof. 

The canopy was designed by Mr. T. J. 
Rvrne, Principal Architect, Office of Public 
Works. 

The date of the unveiling ceremony. has 
not yet been arranged. 


‘SAVE THE BABY.” 
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INOUEST ON FERMANAGH 
FIRE VICTIMS. . 


An inquest was held in the County Hos- 
pital, Enniskillen, on Miss Elsie Drumm and 
the baby. girl of Mr. P. Goodwin, who lost 
their lives in the burning of Mr. Goodwin's 
house on last Wednesday morning. Owing to 
the condition of Mr. Goodwin and Miss D. 
Healy, his sister-in-law, who were rescued 
from. the burning building, they were unable 
to give evidence. 

.Mr. James W. Devers said that at about 
1.45 a.m. on last Wednesday he heard a 
woman screaming at the back of his pre- 
mises near by. He got out of bed. and, 
rushing out to the street, saw Patrick 
Goodwin in the second storey window of 
his house, with a child in his arms, crying 
for help. Goodwin threw the child down, 
and it was caught by Messrs. J. P. Gillin and 
T. Carroll. Witness then went to get a 
sheet, so that those in the house might jump 
into it, and when he returned he found Miss 
Healv, Goodwin's sister-in-law, on the street, 
hleeding from the head, 


FINDING OF THE REMAINS. 

She begged him to save the infant baby. 
Mrs. Donnelly then arrived with a step 
ladder, and Terence Carroll and witness 
brought Goodwin safely down. With the 
arrival of the Fire Brigade they burst in the 
front door.

Christianity in the Far East. 


The Times printed yesterday two state- 
ments which provoke thought upon the 
position and problems of Christianity in 
the Far East. One of them, a message 
from the Tokyo Correspondent, proves 
that in Japan, at any rate, the Christian 
faith not only has established itself 
securely, but exercises an important in- 
fluence upon public affairs. A bill which 
the Government introduced for the regula- 
tion of religions has been shelved by the 
Committee of the House of Peers, and will 
not be revived in the present session. The 
bill proposed to grant to Christianity the 
official status which is enjoyed by 
Shintoism and Buddhism. It has been 
shelved as the result of public criticism— 
not, as we might have expected to learn, 
the criticism of Buddhists and Shintoists, 
but the criticism of the native Christians. 
The explanation of this fact is interesting 
and encouraging. One of-the bill’s pur- 
poses was the reform of abuses which exist 
in connection with the temples of the two 
non-Christian faiths; and to this end it 
imposed certain conditions on all faiths. 
It required, for instance, that the heads of 
recognised religions should be approved by 
the State’s authority. Bankrupts, former 
prisoners and persons without higher 
school education were forbidden to preach 
and teach—a restriction which, though it 
might be defended on substantial ground, 
would have silenced the Twelve Apostles. 
Public trusts were to be created for 
Church and temple property. These regu- 
lations scarcely were intended to affect 
Christianity at all, but they aroused such 
vigorous opposition from the native 
Churches that the bill has been postponed 
indefinitely. The fact is a striking tribute 
to the power of Christianity in Japan’s 
political and social life, 

At the moment the situation in China 
is sadly different. To the secular eye it 
well may seem that the last few months 
have undone all the patient, heroic, self- 
sacrificing work of many years. Most of 
the inland mission stations have been 
abandoned. Some missionaries have been 
robbed and beaten and many have escaped 
terrible dangers, almost miraculously, in' 
their hurried flight to the coast. Native 
Christians are enduring the immemorial 
test of persecution, and atheism is being 
proclaimed in the streets of every city, 
town and village south of the Yangtse 
River. For these native victims there 
can be small comfort in the fact 
that they are not suffering only, 
or even mainly, because they are 
Christians. The Chinese people to-day, 
like the Romans of nineteen hundred 
years ago, have a wide tolerance in re- 
ligious matters. Indeed, it is of a 
better brand than the Roman tolerance, 
which was material and cynical; for it is 
rooted in the precepts of a liberal and 
profound philosophy. Christianity has come 
into conflict, not with religious conviction 
in China, but with the new and passionate 
patriotism which detects in every foreign 
influence an instrument of “ denationalisa- 
tion.” The conflict might have been 
avoided, and even in the fires of the 
present revolution the Christian missions 
might have stood unharmed, if China’s 
Nationalist movement had not come under 
the control of Russian Communism. The 
Soviet hates religion ; it hates decency and 
order, and, most of all, it hates the 
British influence which honours these 
virtues. It has hurled the swarms of an 
ignorant and excited peasantry against 
Christianity in China because it hopes 
thereby to strike a blow at the heart of 


England. 

It would be impious to despair of 
Christianity’s future in China, ‘Time, we 
think, will justify the faith of those who 
believe that it will emerge stronger and 
more firmly established from its present 
perils; and surely it is a very significant 
thing that the serenest optimists are found 
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‘fuew movement in China, They believe | 


that its aspirations are natural and just ; 
that Russia’s influence is a passing evil, 
and that, when China’s claims to full self- 
government are recognised everywhere, she 
will be the friend of all nations and the 
enemy of none. The second statement in 
The Times, to which we have referred, is 
a missionary’s earnest plea for patience 
with China, Dr. George H. Pearson, who 
has spent the last seven years at Wesleyan 
stations in Hunan, declares that he sees 
no sign of any authority that can rival 
the present prestige of the Nationalist 
Party. He believes that the West must 
make its peace with Canton; and, unlike 
many of the British merchants at Hankow 
and Shanghai, who are hit hardly by the 
present troubles, he holds that England’s 
new policy is not only bold, but wise. 
“For once British diplomacy has far out- 
distanced its competitors.” The stake to 
be won, says Dr. Pearson, is nothing less 
than the permanent friendship of the great 
people of China; and, though further 
sacrifices may be needed, the results will 
be sure. It is the quiet confidence of such 
men as Dr. Pearson, who know whereof 
they speak, that guarantees, under God, 
the future of Christianity in China. 


Sir lsaac Newton. 


Nature and Nature’s laws lay hid in night: 
God said, ‘‘ Let Newton be,” and all was 
Light. 

To-morrow will be the two-hundredth 
anniversary of the death of Sir Isaac 
Newton. In the year when Galileo died 
Newton was born—a fact which enables 
the mind to realise how brief a space of 
time has seen the uprise of modern physi- 
cal science. It was in the year 1665, when 
he was little more than twenty years old, 
that Newton saw the apple fall in his 
father’s garden, and grasped, in a flash of 
thought, the theory of universal gravita- 
tion. He was musing on the strange fact 
that gravity was felt, in undiminished 
strength, at the greatest heights that man 
could reach. On the loftiest mountain 
top the earth exerted an apparently un- 
diminished pull. “It appeared to him 
reasonable to conclude that this power 
must extend much farther than is usually 
thought. Why not as high as the moon? 
—said he to himself, and, if so, her 
motion must be influenced by it: perhaps 
she is retained in her orbit thereby.” Thus 
he came to formulate the law that every 
particle of matter attracts every other 
particle in the inverse ratio of the square 
of their distances. In a stroke of the 
pen, he may be said thus to have pro- 
vided the basis of scientific astronomy. 
With Newton’s formula as the key, the 
movement of the heavenly bodies was re- 
cognised to be governed by a physical law. 
The moon was seen to be chained to the 
earth and swung in its orbit by the 
universal, although still mysterious, force. 


In time, the constitution of matter came 
also to be illuminated by the same 
doctrine. All that the physical science of 
two centuries has achieved was made 
possible by the impulse applied in 
Newton's theory. Pope’s couplet, there- 
fore,.. which represents the name of 
Newton as synonymous. with intellectual 
illumination, hardly was - extravagant. 
Other achievements, indeed, assisted in 
magnifying his repute in his own age. He 
investigated refraction, and made the 
modern science of optics possible, He in- 
vented the telescope of to-day, and as 
Warden of the Mint he settled the basis 
of English currency. His saying, uttered 
shortly before his death, that all his dis- 
coveries had been but of curious pebbles 
or shells, “ whilst the great ocean of truth 
lay all undiscovered before me,” was 
prophetic of the advances made since he 
died. It is known that he was dissatisfied 
with the theory of gravitation as he left 
it, recognising no medium in space be- 
tween particles that act on one another 
at a distance. In our own days the nature 
of the medium in which all material things 
are immersed has come to be suggested by 
the theory of relativity. Sir Oliver Lodge 
contends that the latest developments 
of physicial science—particularly the 
quantum theory, which replaces that of 
waves in the ether—far from rendering 
Newton's philosophy obsolete, complete it. 
Newton must be thanked if we are coming 
to realise that all the phenomenal world 
is built up of light—the first of created 
things. 


Free State Eggs. 


At the recent British Industries Fair, 
held simultaneously in London and Bir- 
mingham, an exhibit showing specimens 
of the agricultural produce of the Irish 
Free State attracted favourable attention. 
At the Ideal Home Exhibition the same 
exhibit was shown again, and many dis- 
tinguished visitors inspected the samples, 
Our London Correspondent to-day de- 
scribes the happy. results which have 
flowed from this sensible measure of 
advertisement. Mr. Dulanty, Free State 
Commissioner in London for Trade, has 
issued a list of shops stocking Free State 
eggs, and a great volume of inquiries has 
been received from all parts of England. 
During the years of demoralisation, when 
old-fashioned standards had begun to be 


applied to the whole bulk of 
agricultural exports. First, the

distribution of the world’s best ap 
stock, His Highness the Aga an 
affirms that lish breeders cherish 
éa false idea of security and an 
impression of monopoly which Great 
Britain in no way enjoys.” In the past 
England exceptional advan- 
tages. She developed her splendid 
thoroughbred strains in times when the 
Continent was torn by war and would do 
little to compete with her. To-day her 
superiority is solely in possession of a 
“ greater variety of dosage of blood in her 
thoroughbreds.” In the new century a 
new situation has arisen, owing to remark- 
able progress in France. The Aga Khan 
holds that the best French horses are 
fully equal to the best English horses, 
although England still possesses the larger 
number of good horses. A new type of 
owner-breeder, such as M. Edmond Blanc 
and the late Mr. Vanderbilt, has been 
encouraged, by the large rewards offered 
in French racing, to develop in France 
some of the best stables in the world. 
Meanwhile, in England, ‘‘the old aristo- 
cracy has disappeared from the Turf,” 
and the wealthy classes of to-day are 
poorer sportsmen than their predecessors. 
“On. top of this comes the Betting Tax.” 
The Aga Khan contends that, “ if nothing 
fundamental is done to put matters right, 
then in our lifetime France and America 
certainly—and perhaps other countries, 
too—will. not only be independent of 
England, but will actually dominate the 
world market in thoroughbreds.” The 
remedy proposed is that bookmakers and 
bettors shall be obliged to contribute 
towards the race money, so that breeders 
and owners no longer will be required to 
provide their own xewards. To this end 
the Aga Khan regards the introduction of 
the totalisator, either with or without the 
bookmaker, as urgently desirable.

‘‘ Although the war ended nearly nine 
years ago, the only reduction of debt has 
been effected through the disposal of great 
quantities of war material. We have 
lost the leadership in the iron and steel 
industries, and are being undersold in 
others by countries whose currencies are 
depreciated. 

‘Tt is vital that the true position of 
affairs should be known among all classes. 
Whilst we budget to-day for £850,000,000, 
as compared with £200,000,000 in 1914, 
we are exporting only half as much as 
before the war.”

He had an in- 
terview with the examining magistrate this 
afternoon. soon as he receives full 
authority from Miss Daniels’s family he will 
investigate anew the statements of the wit- 
nesses and thé unusual features which were 
noticed when the body was found.

ANOTHER FLYING 
ACCIDENT, 


MACHINE BURNED: TWO 


LIVES LOST.

Pilot Officer Frederick Priestman, of the 
Eleventh Bombing Squadron, Royal Air 
Force, a native of Bradford, and Leading 
Aircraftsman L. A. C, Pickering, of Berk- 
shire, were killed in a flying accident at 


Elham, between Folkestone and Canter- 
bury, at noon yesterday. 


The machine was of the Hawker-Horsley 
type—J 8012—and the airmen were flying 


from Netheravon to Hawkinge Aerodrome, 
a distance of about three miles. 


they encountered fog and bad visibility, 
and the pilot 1s supposed to have been 
trying to land when the machine stalled, 
turned over, and nose-dived into a field. 
After the impact with the ground there 
was an explosion, and the machine burst 
into flames, which rese to a height of 
about forty feet. So great was the force 
of the impact that débris was scattered in 
all directions. 


A RUSH TO HELP. 


Immediately after the accident the 


people of the neighbourhood and the men 


of the Royal Air Force at Hawkinge 


hurried tp the spot to give assistance; but 
so intense was the heat from the burning 


machine that about three-quarters of an 
hour elapsed before it was possible to find 
the bodies of the pilot officer and his 
assistant. Both by that time had been 
charred beyond recognition. 

So deeply were the engine and the fore- 
part of the machine embedded in the 
ground that it was necessary to dig the 


engine out before the men’s remains could 


be recovered, and then it was found that 
the head of one of them had been severed 
from his body. The only means of identifi- 


cation found at. first was a Royal. Air 


Force badge that lay among the baggage. 
The machine s own identification marks 


had been obliterated by the flames. Among 


the wreckage were discovered portions of 
two parachutes which the pilot officer and 
his assistant appeared to have been wear- 
ing, 


WHAT AN EYE-WITNESS SAW. 


An eye-witness of the accident, Mr. T. 
Goatman, a motor engineer in the village, 
said in an interview with the Press Associa- 
tion’s representative :— 

“I watched the machine as it came 
towards the village. It appeared to me— 
although I cannot say definitely—that the 
engine was going groggy. I subsequently 
lost sight of the machine in a cloud patch, 
and the next time it came into view it was 
very low, and quite near enough to the 
tops of the village houses. It nog-dived, 
apd on contact with the earth the petrol 
tank exploded, the flames mounting up to 
a great height. The villagers rushed to 
the spot with the idea of rendering assist- 
ance, but that was impossible. It was a 
terrible sight, and one that will never fade 
from my memory.” 

The losses in this accident bring the 
Royal Air Force toll since the beginning 
of this year to thirteen killed and fourteen 
injured, 


OBITUARY. 


SIR FREDERICK MOOR, 

A telegram from Estcourt, Natal, an- 
nounces that the Right Honorable Sir 
Frederick Robert Moor, K.C.M.G., a former 
Prime Minister of Natal, died there yesterday 
at the age of seventy-three. Sir Frederick's 
was an interesting career. He was educated 
at the Hermannsburg School, Natal, and at 
the age of nineteen he began life as a 
diamond digger at Kimberley. Fe came in 
time to be the owner of claims in the 
Kimberley mine, and twice his fellow-diggers 
elected him a member of the Kimberley 
Mining Board. 

His career in the diamond diggings covered 
a period of eight years-—-1872 to 1 In the 
latter year he returned to Natal and settled 
as a farmer, and to farming, varied by fruit- 
ful enterprise in Saw, he was faithful to 


the end. In the islative Assembly, where 
he sat from 1886 to 1910, he was one of. the 
Party that carried responsible Government 
for the Colony. On two occasions he served 
as Minister for Native Affairs, and. Natal 
sent him as her delegate to i 
festivities of the Australian Commonwealth. 
In 1906 Sir Frederick Moor formed a Ministry, 
and in the following year he attended the 
Colonial Conference of Prime Ministers in 
London.’ Sir Henry held the office of Minister 
of Commerce and Industries for United South 
Africa in 1910; and during the next ten years

CROSSING THE RIVER. 

To-night the Cantonese are reported to 
be preparing to cross the Whangpoo 
River with the purpose of cutting off 
without a fight a considerable force of 
Northerners who are stationed at Sung- 
kiang, on the Dhanghao-Hangchow ° Rail- 
way, about twenty miles south of 
Shanghai. 

On the northern sector the Cantonese 
captured the town of Wukiang, located a 
short distance to the west of Soochow, and 
forced the Northerners to retreat to the 
railway at Soochow. They thus hope to 
prevent the Northern force at Shanghai 
from escaping to the North. 

General Pih Shu Sung, the Northern 
Commander here, seeing his forces. cut 
off from Northern reinforcements, is re- 
ported to be negotiating for surrender. 
He is demanding £50,000; other- 
wise he threatens to carry the fight to 
Shanghai’s doors and cause complications 
with the British troops stationed on 
Chinese territory around the foreign 
Settlements. 

The Cantonese also claim to have cap- 
tured the towns of Monlinkwan and Yin- 
hangtsen, adjacent to Nanking, thus open- 


ing the way for a direct drive on Nanking. | 


SHANGHAI STRIKE. 

The Central Labour Union at Shanghai 
is co-ordinating its activities with the 
advancing Cantonese troops, and it is re- 
ported to-night that the union has de- 
clared a general strike of two days’ dura- 
tion, beginning on Sunday, with the pur- 
pose of welcoming the victorious 
Southerners. 

There are now approximately 20,000 
men on strike, and the number is growing 
daily. 

The Shanghai Municipal Council is post- 
ing bills in the mill districts offering 
rewards ranging from £100 to £400 each 
for the arrest and conviction of assassins 
in more than a dozen recent crimes, where 
loyal workers have been brutally done to 
death for refusing to comply with the 
demands of the Radicals for a general 
strike. 

The Fengtien general, Chang Tsung 
Chang, who went to Peking a few days 
ago to confer with Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin regarding the seriousness of the 
military situation in the Lower Yangtse 
area, 1s reported to be hurrying back in 
order to prevent the rout of his forces, 
which is endangering his position in 
Shantung Province. 


A FINAL STAND. 

Although great secrecy has been main- 
tained respecting the outcome of the 
military conference at Peking, it is learned 
here that the Fengtien militarists are 
determined to make a final stand along the 
Yellow River, thus hoping to prevent the 
Cantonese occupation of the Shantung and 
Chihli Provinces. 

According to Japanese reports from 
Manchuria, however, Fengtien reverses 
are causing a pannicky situation in 
Mukden, where a coup d'état against 
Marshal Chang Tso-Lin is expected. 
Chang Tso-Lin’s falling fortunes are re- 
flected in the drop in the value of 
Manchurian paper currency, which is now 
worth less than 10 per cent. its face value.

MUSIC INSTEAD OF 
MEDICINE. 
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AN AID TO BUSINESS, SAYS 
SIR H. COWARD. 


Music, through its tonic effect on the 
spirits, not only keeps people well, but has 
a distinct curative effect. 

This remark was made by Sir Henry 
Coward at Hull yesterday, when he 
described music as a spiritual medium. 

He asserted that if they took one 
thousand men or women in any station of 
life who followed music according to their 
talents, and one thousand who ignored it, 
they would find a higher grade of business 
mentality, capacity and personality among 
those who were musical. 

The most thriving business districts in 
the country were districts that were 
musical like South and West Yorkshire, 
Birmingham, Cardiff, Bristol, Middles- 
borough, Newcastle, Lancashire, Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow. 

If they knew a quiet, sleepy, dead-and- 
alive place, they would always find that 
music is at a low ebb. That was not an 
accident; there was some relation between 
cause and effect. Take men like Crom- 
well, Gladstone, Balfour, Lloyd George, 
Carnegie, Kitchener, Foch, Haig, Hobbs 
and Sutcliffe—they were musical. 

When depressed during the war Mr. 
Lloyd George cheered himself up by singing 
hymns, and nothing did more to keep up 
the moral of the armies than singing and 
music—even though it was sometimes pro- 
duced by mouth organs. 

Music. was certainly one of the factors 
that helped to win the war. 


HELPING ARTISTS TO 
HELP THEMSELVES. 


AMUSING SPEECH BY MR. 
AUGUSTUS JOHN, 

Mr, Augustus John, the well-known 
portrait painter, at Leeds yesterday opened 
the inaugural exhibition of works by living 
British artists, in connection with the move- 
ment initiated by Sir Joseph Duveen to make 
the work of contemporary British artists 
known to a wider public. 


The scheme, said Mr. John, should have | 


far-reaching results. It was intended, in the 
first place, to encourage the lesser known 
painters of to-day, by permitting them to 
exhibit without expense, and to bring them 
into contact with the widest possible public; 
and, in the second place, it was intended to 
encourage the public to buy what was 
exhibited—that which was vital, significant 
and permanent in the work of the younger 
painters. They must not expect to find 
masterpieces, or to buy masterpieces, but 
they might expect to find the promises of 
masterpieces. It is up to you, he said, to 
detect the qualities here; it is up to you to 
pick out the winners among these complete 
outsiders, and I venture to think that it may 
be just as thrilling to back intelligence as to 
put your money on horse-flesh, and in the 
long ruin it may be quite as remunerative. 
(Langhter.) 

Mr. John went on to say that while the 
maximum price put on a picture was £5, 
prospective purchasers who considered this 
amount in cient, or even contemptible, 
would not be committing an unforgivable 
error in offering the artist more money ; for 
artists were an accommodating sort, and few 
would decline to entertain such a proposition. 

Sir Martin Conway, M.P., said that in 
the past there had been a much more 
sympathetic feeling in the Latin countries 
between artists and the public than in Great 
Britain, but they hoped that this series of 
exhibitions, initiated by Sir — Duveen 
entirely at his own expense, would stimulate 
similar co-operation in this country. He 
méntioned that a couple of the pictures were 
being purchased for the Tate gai á 

In replying to a vote of thanks, Mr. 
Augustus John said that, though he had said 
that they must not expect to find master- 
pieces among the exhibits, they might ex- 
pect one.or two. Artists, he added, have a 
tendency to improve, like good wine, with 
age. Even I have detected certain of 
promise in my own efforts. (Laughter.)

In the North, General 
Martinovitch,, who was at one time 
Minister of War in ‘the Montengrin 
Government, appears to be equally in- 
terested in the enrolment of Komitaijis. 

Meetings of the Albanian Revolutionary 
Committee and of its branches are 
notoriously attende? by Yugo-Slav 
officials, and at times by officers. A cer- 
tain number of junior officers of the Yugo- 
Slav Regular Army are with General 
Martinovitch. All seem to have been put 
on pension lately. While no important 
troop movements have occurred, a battalion 
has been moved to within two hours’ 
march of Scutari, the chief town in 
Northern Albania, and the garrison of 
Dibra has been strengthened. 

Other reports give the impression that 
it is intended when the snows melt to let 
loose irregular bands against Albania from 
Dulcigno, on the coast, as far south as 
Lake Ohrida, and that in the event of 
such an invasion the Yugo-Slav Govern- 
ment would declare a frontier zone of a 
few miles in depth to be neutral, and 
would disclaim all responsibility for what 
might happen there. Should such a situa- 
tion arise, it is clear that the Treaty of 
Tirana would become operative, and that 
Italian aid would stiffen the Albanian re- 
sistance. It is unnecessary to lay stress 
on the serious possibilities of such a situa- 
tion,

\who has ever said to me, ‘ I contemplate with 
indifference the withdrawal to-morrow from 
India of the Viceroy, the English lawyers, 
the English soldiers, and the English Civil 
Service. If that be.true, we are entitled to 
sav to them, ‘ Make a real and serious at- 
tempt to compose your own differences.’ ”” 

The Gcevernment, he urged, should not be 
asked to frame a new Constitution until it 
was certain that a reasonably united India 
would accept the instrument which thev so 
iramed. “I say at the end of two years’ 
assiduous study,” Lord Birkenhead had 
siuted earlier, “it is vet too early to pro- 
nounce definitely either upon the success or 
upon the failute of that Constitution. An 
election recently teok place in India. Its re 
sults and its reactions have not been made 
fully evident either in the General Assembly 
vr in the Provincial Council.” 

If the late constitutional experiment was 
not in every respect happily conceived, he 
said, it did, at least, equip Indians with the 
opportunity of seeing that, in concert with 
ourselves, they could frame a better Consti- 
tution, and that we could contribute our part 
to the framing of that Constitution, encour- 
aged and reinforced by the knowledge of 
able men of all parties who counted in India, 
who were desirous of co-operation, and were 
not. aiming at disruption, and had no sym- 
pathy with anarchical and purely destructive 
purposes. 

FRIENDLY PARTNERSHIP. 

The events of the last two months provided 
some encouragement of the belief that the 
saner sections of opinion in India would 
realise that we asked nothing better, except 
to continue with them a suitable, sympathe- 
tic, and friendly partnership. ‘‘Given an 
India,” in which those who count manifest 
good-will, and given promise of fruitful co- 
operation, there is much that might be gladly 
offered and loyally accepted, which would 
afford a precious promise of a constitution 
which might last for long, and might bring 
India really, and perhaps permanently, on 
equal terms, as an honoured partner, into 
that free community of British Dominions 
which men know as the Empire. 

‘* But equally it is true that good-will will 
never be won as the result of violent diver- 
gence from proposals madé with sympathy. 
Still less will it be the reward of violence, or 
of menace.”’ 

He invited the varied peoples of India to 
make up their minds as to what was reason- 
ably obtainble.

The Jrish Times of Thursday last an- 
nounced that nearly £2,00C has been paid for 
Adolphe Willette’s famous picture, ‘' Parce 
Domine,’’ which, with “La Vierge Verte,” 
the artists’s first stained glass window, and 
“ Le Veau d’or,” were the greatest art, trea- 
sures of Rudolphe de Salis’s famous cabaret, 
‘* Au Chat Noir.”’ 

In an interview with Willette, quoted in M. 
Jean Emile-Bayard’s book on Montmartre 
he tells how Salis, in a fit of generosity said 
t> him~-‘‘ Look here, you can have all the 
space on my new wall to decorate with paint- 
ings, and two hundred and fifty franes into 
the bargain!’ Willette set to work as soon 
as a canvas had been hung on the wall. He 
had to paint at night-time, with a petrol 
lamp as the only light. Later he learned 
from Salis’s widow that the ‘‘Parce Domine’’ 
had been sold for 3,500 francs. 

‘You ask me,” Willette continued. '' how 
it was that, despite the singing and noise in 
the cabaret during the evenings, J managed 
to evoke from the days of my youth, when 
it stirred me so, a people’s cry to God, so

THE CAREER OF 
LOUVOIS.

SOME INTERESTING 
DETAILS, 


Some details of the racing and stud career 
of Louveis, the winner of the 2,000 Guineas 
and sire of St. Louis, who was shot by his 
owner, Mr, Tf, H. Griffin, M.R.C.V.5., be 
cause he had become incapable of fulfilling 
his duties, are given in the /rish field this 
week, 

He was bred in England by Mr. W. 
Raphael, and was a high- class racehorse, win- 
ning when a two-year- -old the Khedive Plate, 
the Buckenham Stakes, and the Dewhurst 
Plate, and when a three- -year-old the Two 
Thousand Guineas (in which he beat Craga- 
nour, Shogun, and twelve others), and the 
Prince of Wales’s. Stakes at Ascot, He ran 
second in the Derby, or rather third, because 
Craganour, who came in first for it, followed 
by “Aboyeur and Louvois, was disqualified, 
Aboyeur getting the stake, and Louvois mov 
ing up into second place. 

It was one of the most unsatisfactory races 
ever decided, but no purpose would now be 
served by re- ‘tellin the story of its running 
Louvois won £12,764 in stakes. 


STUD CAREER IN TWO COUNTRIES. 

First, he went to the stud in England, but 
made little mark in that fáidh. and Mr. W. 
Raphael sent him over to Mr. J. J. Maher's 
farm at Confey, Leixlip, Co. Kildare. When 
he had been some time there Mr. Maher ac- 
cepted a present of him from Mr. Raphael. 
He was subject to bioodvessel-breaking, and, 
we believe, also to some ailment of the re- 
spiratory organs. 

Mr. Maher tired of him, and passed him on 
as a gift to Mr. Griffin, who established him 
at, his stnd at Loughbrown, near the Curragh, 
Co, Kildare. Mr. Griffin operated success: 
fully on him, inserting a silver tube in his 
throat. ‘The treatment which he gave him 
vecy markedly reduced his tendency to blood- 
vessel. breaking. 

Louvois was got by Isinglass, out of St, 
Louvaine (dam of Louviers, who sired Land- 
graf, winner of the German Der by) by Car- 
nage or Woif’s Crag, out of St. Reine (dam 
of Prudent King, a successful sire in Aus- 
tralia) by St. Simon. 


BIG ROLL OF WINNERS, 

Two-year-olds got by. Louvois were, as a 
rule, successful. They were notably so in 
three seasons, 1925 and 1924 and 1920. In 
the last-mentioned season he had six of that 
age to win 14 races, and in each of the other 

rs_no less than .seven. winners. [n. 1929 
hey accounted oe eight races and in 1924 for 
fifteen’ racés. © Hig highest class winner was 
St. Louis, who, bred by Mr. J. J. Maher at 
the Confey Stud, won ti há the Two 
Thousand’ Guineas and £11,084 in stake 
money. Warminster, 4 good winner in 

Sngland and winner of a £4,000 race ip 
France last year, as well as Jarvie, @ good 
handicapper in England, were hers which 
reflected much credit on their sire. 

There was a demand for the stock of 
Lonvois from many foreign countries. We 
mention some of his best winners abroad :—
